The South Side Improvement ¢lub lield a
evesion Ilast night which flled its hall at
Tenth and Hickory streats, Joha Powers
prestded, with F. K. Darling as secretary,
The greater porticn of the evening was de-
voted to the discussion of the building of a
wouth bowlevard along Eleventh street to ex-
tend to South CGmaha. Mr. Stubt stated that
he had held a confercnce with  Messrs
Murphy and Mareh of the Omaha Street Rall-
way company and that, as directors of tho
company, they had exprissed themselves (o
favor of a streel car extension along Teath
street Lo Riverview park. They stated they
would use thele influence to have the line
bullt during the comiog summer, and in the
event of this belig doone there would be no
olijection to the company relinguishing e
right to the former lne, now abandoned,

nlong Eleventh stroet

B, 1. Cornish, ¢hnlrmag of the Board of
Park Commissioners, wis present and sald
he had Iaid the proposition of the south sld-
era, In which they tendered Eleventh street
for boulevard purposes, before the board at
fla last meeting. The members  had  ex-
pressed themeclves favorable to the project
and wtated that the proposition would be
accepted on conditlon that the street at e
southern ¢ud be brought to grade at thoe
expense of the abutting property owners,

A number of suggestlons were made an to
tho route of the proposcid boulevard after
left the end of BEleventh street, and the mest
favorable one was that it include G street
in South Omuaha and thence wlading up the
vitlley traverse Syndicate park in the vieinity
of the lake.

be extended about a block beyond its pres-
ent limits, which would bring the mnprih-
wostern end of It nearly to Tenth street,
This project would involve the purchase of
gome land from the Murray tract, and it was
the sense of the meeting that such land as
would be required be paid for by the board.
A committee was appolnted to ¢onfer with
the commisgloners upon this project,

GERMANS AT THE EXPOSITION

—

Joint Meeting at £t Joseph to Unite the
Organizations,

PERFECTING PLANS FOR THEIR VISIT

Propose to Hold the Nig Tornfest In
Omnhn During the Exposition
Yenr, Thus HBringing Thou-
snnide of People Here,

The Germans of the clty are determined
that thelr nationality and nation shall be
wall represented at the Transmississippl Ex-
position. The Hee has already published in
full the plans of a big exhibit which they
propede,  These are al pregent In statu quo
Just at present the Germana are etgaged In
pushing the scheme which will result In a
big turnfest some time during the exposltion
yoear, The fArst steps toward the con-
summntion of the Iatter plan will pecur on
Aprll 4 In 81, Joseph, when a Joint moeeting
of reprosantatives of the Nebraska and the
Missourl Valley turnbezirke will be held for
the purpoac of consollduting the two assool-
atlons, The Fee has also given full pub-
leity to thin scheme.  The members of both
nsgociations have expressed themselves In
favor of the plan and it will take place upon
the date mentioped. The consolidation will
be a permanent one. This will resalt to the
advantage of both turnbezirks., because the
annual turnfeste will becoine more conslder-
able affale than under the present arrange-
ment under which the bodles hold separate
meetingy.

Philip Andres, who will be the Nebraska
representative to the Jolnt  mesting, has
Leon Instructed to work upon a still further
extension of the plan. This proposes to take
in all the turning societles In the section
betwaen the Missiggippl river and the Rocky
mountalns It I8 not belleved that the
bodies west of the Intter boundary can be
Indueced to come In, although an effort will
e made to get them,  The Nrst steps in thls

direction will be taken Immedintely  afler
Andres’ return from the St Josvph mest-
Itg. He proposes to first visit tho soclotiea
In Towa and Minnesoia. As woon ms  theee

are canvaseed his campaign will extend into
the Dakotas and Colorado, The other west-
o states will then be visited. It I8 be
Heved that all will be obtained with a little
persuasion.

Inasmuch as It will require 2ome money
to earry oul this program, an appeal will be
made to the exposition directory to nssist
the Omalia turnvereln, which has worked up

the gchemoe, It is eaild that this expense
will be perfectly legitimote, since such a
turnfest ns i proposed will tend to bring

multitudes of Germans to the blg show. Con-
testants from every one of the western so-
cletles, 1t Is sald, are certain to take part.
Moreover, the date of the meeting will be s
fixed that some of the participants In the big
national turnfest will be obtalned. The
meeting will then be of almost as much lm-
portance ns the latter,
